The New Motor. 

The Keeley motor to which we have al- 
ready referred, continues to attract atten- 
tion and in some of the public journals has 
been made the subject of ridicule. The 
Scientific American has denounced it from the 
begining as a delusion arfd says it must be 
classed a ‘second rate fizzle,” a mechanical 
Katie King arrangement, too contemptible 
for serious consideration. On the other 
hand it has many firm and seemingly confi- 
dent advocates and among these are men of 
sound practical common sense. A gentle- 
man who has been acquainted with Mr. 
Keeley’s experiments for more than a year 
has made public some very interesting par- 
ticulars. He explains how Mr. Keeley came 
to discover this hitherto unknown power, 
and fully describes most of the apparatus 
used in developing it. He explains that 
from the begining the greatest problem 
which the inventor has had to deal with, has 
been how to handle and control the tremen- 
dous expansive power which he has devel- 
oped. The cylinder now used is three feet 
high, two feet long and thirteen inches 
deep, composed of wrought iron, without 
rivets, and several inches thick. The pres- 
sure obtained is ten thousand pounds to the 
square inch. : 

This man whose statements are published 
‘ny the New York Tribune says it is nota 
humbug, as is shown by the fact that no 
stock is for sale although these owning are 
constantly besieged by those who wish to 
purchase. He says that as soon as patents 
which have been applied for both in this 
country and in Europe, are obtained, a trial 
will be given which will satisfy the most 
skeptical of the value of the invention. 

The editor of the Cleveland Leader has 
spent several days in Mr. Keeley’s worsbip 
and publishes bis observations at length in 
his paper. He states thathe has seen theen- 
gine operate, driven by a hitherto unknown 
vapor of immense pressure. ‘To show that 
the power was not communicated from the 
outside, the apparatus which was exhibited 
to him was suspended by a chain from the 
ceiling. The editor describes the whole ar- 
rangement with great minuteness and de- 
clares that what he saw himself he must be- 
lieve, and he expresses himself as thorough- 
ly convinced that the motor is all the in- 
ventor claims for it. It will be remembered 
from our previous brief allusion to this sub- 
ject that Mr. Keeley claims to produce this 
tremendous power from air and water alone, 
and that neither of these is destroyed by use 
and the only loss is the wear of the machi- 
nery. He says it can be used in the ordi- 
nary steam engine and utilized for all pur- 
poses for which we now use steam. After 
the conditions are complied with, its devel- 
opment is gradual; it is clear, cold and 
harmless except from its expansive force 
and as it immediately condenses into the air 
and water from which it was developed, 
when set free, the danger from this cause is 
not very great. 

Mr. Charles B. Collier the counsel of the 
company has made a lengthy statement 
which is backed up by a large number of 
letters from engineers, and others skilled in 
mechanics who have seen the wonderful ma- 
chine on exhibition, and seem to be con- 
vinced that a great and important discovery 
has been made. Ifthe whole thing isa de- 
lusion, it must be cleverly gotton up, to de- 
ceive persons of superior intelligence and 
knowledge of the principles of applying 
power to machinery. So far as we have no- 
ticed no one professes to understand any- 
thing of the principle on which the inven- 
tion is based, and that knowledge yet re- 
mains the secret of the inventor; But ef the 
results they speak with the greatest assur- 
ance and are confident that they are not de- 
ceived. 

The public at large must wait with pa- 
tience for further developments. If this 
thing is a cheat, there will be no public 
demonstration and the interest which it has 
created will gradually subside and the af- 
fair will soon be forgotten. No amount of 
second hand testimony wi'l satisfy the put- 
lie; nothing short of occular demonstration, 
will do this, and this is promised soon. If 
the discovery shall prove what is claimed 
for it, we can hardly comprehend the revo- 
lution it will work in human industry. 
Wood and coal as power producing agents 
will no longer be needed, and machinery of 
any kind can be run at a small part of the 
cost that it now is. We confess that our 
faith is small, and perhaps we have occupied 
too much space with the subject, but the 
general interest which it has excited must 
be our excuse.

RoBERT DALE OWEN. One of the sad- 
dest results of a belief in modern Spiritual- 
* ism which has come to our knowledge, is 
the wreck which it has made of this pbilan- 
thropist and gifted writer. That so clear a 
mind should have become clouded, and so 
pure a heart should lose its influence, is sad 
and painful indeed. Mr. Owen believed 
conscientiously in spiritual manifestations, 
and having found himsélf deceived in the 
Katie King affair, the revulsion of feeling 
was too much for him. After the exposure 
of Katie King, Mr. Owen went to Danesville, 


instead of growing better he has become 
worse, and now he is regarded as hopelessly 
insane. In his earlier years he was a skeptic, 
almost an atheist, but this proving unsatis- 
factory, he passed, as is often the case, from 
the extreme of incredulity to that ot cred- 
ulity. He took upon himself the arduous 
task of being the champion of this modern 
and now waning form of Christian faith, and 
with Judge Edmonds he formed a tribunal 
to which all difficult spiritualistic questions 
have been submitted. He has been by far 
the ablest advocate of that belief in this 
country, and no one acquainted with bim 
has doubted his sincerity. During his long 
life, for he is now over seventy years of age, 
Mr. Owen has persisted in searching for 
what he believed to be the wisest and best 
things for the masses of the people, and in 
an unselfish endeavor to benefit mankind. 
The fact has often been demonstrated that 
the wise are sometimes misled sooner than 
the foolish. 

Mr. Owen ably defended his views, not 
from obstinacy, but because he believed he 
was defending the truth. When he found 
that he had been grossly and wickedly de- 
ceived, and thiat he had exerted his great 
ability as a writer in defending a fraud, the 
blow fell with stunning effect upon his sen- 
sitive spirit. He had come trom darkness 
to light only to find his light even

ENpD OF A DESPERATE MAN. It will be 
remembered that Filkins, the man who shot 
an express messenger at Albany, N. Y., 
some years ago, escaped in 1874 from Clin- 
ton State prison, and no trace of him could 
be found. A correspondent now sends the 
following to the Albany Argus: 

**While men were engaged in cleaning the 
main sewer under the Dannemora prison, 
about two weeks ago, they came upon the 
skeleton ofa human body lying at the bottom 
of the sewer and quite submerged in filth. 
It was hastily removed from its position and 
a close scientific examination made of it, 
when it was revealed that beyond a doubt 
it was the remains of Filkins, the express 
robber, who had died there after escaping 
from the corridors of the prison down 
through one of the water closets, in a vain 
hope of gaining his liberty by passing 
through the sewer and out at its mouth, 
which is strongly closed with bars of heavy 
iron secured at either side in walls of heavy 
masonry. The officers consider this version 
of the manner in which he probably met his 
death as the most reasonable. for they are

no one but Filkins has disappeared since a

A Harp Case. On the 3d of May last, 
the saw and spool mill belonging to William 
Haseltine, at East Stoneham, Me., was en- 
tirely consumed by fire.

‘The dark column moved on 
nearer and nearer, and the darkness voneey 
increased, while the scoriaceous hail thick- 
ened at the same rate. A full hour before 
noon candles had to be lighted in the 
houses, and at noon the durkness was as 
dense us Liat vf a windowless house; even 
abroad the fingers of the hand could not be 
distinguished at the distance of a few inches 
from the eye. This pitch darkness lasted 
for about an hour. During the dark all 
glass windows appeared like mirrors to 
those inside, reflecting the objects on which 
the light fell as if they had been covered 
outside with a coat of quicksilver. For four 
consecutive hours it was necessary to have 
lighted candles in the houses. During all 
that time the ashes and the sand were fall- 
ing thick and fast. Lightning and claps of 
thunder were at the same time seen and 
heard in rapid successivn, and the earth and 
everything seemed to tremble again. The 
air was charged with electricity to such an 
extent that pinnacles and staff-spikes of iron, 
when turned into the air, and even one’s 
hands when held up, seemed all ablaze. 
But the thunder differed from ordinary 
claps in this, that it traveled in rapidly re- 
peated echoes across the skies. When the 
darkness wore off the fall of the aslies abat- 
ed. The dark column now moved inland 
toward the upper valleys; but, being there 
met by a counter-current of air, it remained 
at first stationary for a while, and afterward 
moved slowly down country again along the 
valleys, so that once more the daylight was 
changed into dusk, which was accompanied 
by the fall of fine ashes. 

After the fall the earth was covered with 
a layer of ashes and scoriw from one and a 
half inches to eight inches deep; coarsest 
where it lay thickest, in many cases exhib- 
iting pumice boulders twice as large as the 
fist. In these places the- ashes fell hot as 
embers on the ground. At first the fall of 
the ashes was accompanied by a foul sul- 
phurous stink, which, however, very soon 

vanished. When the asbes had any percep- 
tible taste it was that of salt and iron. For 
three days after the fall still weather pre- 
vailed, and the ashes lay undisturbed on the 
earth. Before the fall of the ashes the land 
was snowless and pastureage plentiful ; but af- 
ter it not acreature could be let out of doors, 
and the sheep, if they were let out, would 

runas if mad in all directions. On the 
fourth day a pretty stiff southwest gale blew 
the ashes away from the hillecks and 
mounds, except the finest part, which re- 
mained on the sward, presenting the ap- 
pearance of a compact scurf. But what lit- 
tle good this gale might have done was un- 
done the next day by a wind blowing from 
the northwest. 

The fearful visitation has brought with it 
animmence destruction of pasturage and 
fodder for cattle among these districts.

Black Hills expedition, in a letter to the 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs, dated June 
22, says that while examining the gravel 
deposits at the north bend of Castle creek, 
he found gold in small quantities in bars or 
terraces of alluvial quartz gravel, resting on 
the bed of a rock about ten feet above the 
present level ofthe stream. ‘The area of 
these bars was quite limited. The gold 
which they contained had evidently been 
furnished by the quarts veins traversing the 
slates along the stream. ‘There was con- 
siderable excitement among the soldiers and 
teamsters, about gold, on the arrival of the 
expedition on French creek, but as no one 
obtained eyen by several hours hard labor 
more than a few cents worth of gold dust, 
none of the command was afterward seen 
working for the precious metal. About 15 
miners have located claims on the creek. 
‘The reports that they give of the richness 
of gravel bars are greatly exaggerated. 
Jenney’s prospecting shows a general diffu- 
sion of small quantities of gold over a large 
area. He-had sunk a shaft 15 feet to a bed 
of rock near the stockade and obtained 
but a trace of gold. Nothing has as yet 
been discovered to warrant extensive min- 
ing operations.

DEATH OF AN EMINENT SOUTH AMER- 
1caN. Dr. Francisco de Paulu Gonzales 
Virgil, one of the most talented men of 
South America, died recently at Lima. He 
was educated for a priest, but as a patriotic 
| and public man he questioned the suprem- 
acy of the Pope over the sovereign rights 
of the Republic, and was consequently ex- 
cominunicated from priestly functions. He 
had served his country in Congress, and par- 
ticularly by the excellent works he produced. 
lle was in Congress in 1826 and again at 
1832. At his death he was Librarian to the 
National Biblioliaco. ‘The news of his 
death diffused sorrow and regret among all 
classes save the priests. ‘The Archbishop 
refused to allow his remains to be carried 
into a church or to be burried in a conse- 
crated cemetary. Still his funeral was the 
grandest ever witnessed in Lima.

Assisting at “an Eclipse. 


The Chinese view an eclipse with wonder. 
mingled to a great extent with fear and 
terror. and most of them take some steps to 
aid the sun or moon, as the case may be, 
in the hour of need, the principal agents 
employed being, of course, gengs and gun- 
powder, without which no ceremonial ob- 
servance of any kind is complete. The of- 
ficials at their several yamens [official resi- 
dences] go through a regular set ceremonial 
on these occasions. ‘They call in the aid of 
Taoist priests, and an incense vase and a 
pair of large candle-sticks, containing red 
candles for luck, are placed en a table in 
the hua-ting. or audience-hall, sometimes in 
the court in front of it. When the eclipse 
is beginning, the red candles are lighted, 
and the official enters, dressed in his robes 
of state. He takes some lighted incense 
sticks in both hands, and bows low in front 
of the table, waving the incense about, ac- 
cording to custom, before plasing it in the 
vase. He next proceeds to perform the 
ceremony of ‘‘kotou” (literally knock-head), 
kneeling down thrice, and knocking his 
head nine times on the ground. He then 
gets up, and huge gongs and drums are 
beaten to frighten the devouring monster 
away ; and finally the priests march round
